There  waS  not  much  change  in  the  price  paid  for  York  Imperials 
over  last  week  hut  prices  are  considerably  lo  -er  than  those  Pa3d^t  tn3s_ 
time  last  year  for  this  variety.    The  average  price  of  *6.08 paid  ^dnes 
day  for  U.S.  No.  1,  3*  inch  Yorks  would  be  equivalent  to  about  *4»  X  at 
^ncnester;  while  the*fair  condition  U.S.  No.  1.  2|  inch  Ben  Davxsj.cn 
sold  at  about  $3,89  would  only  be  eoual  to  about  ,2.40  at  ^ncnester 
Two  inch  U.S.  No.  2  Maine  Baldwins  which  sold  at  from  c,3  .04  to  *3.16  made 
the  lowest  prices  at  the  auction  for  barreled  apples. 

Oregon  Hewtowns  made  the  best  price  of  any  boxed  apples  on  the 
Liverpool,  auction  this  season,  Ex.   fancy  150/175,  selling  at  **-87 
to  *5.11.     This  is  the  first  time  Oregon  Newtowns  have  been  ,    t  fl 
the  auction  this  fall.     Delicious  from  Oregon  ot  tne  same  grade  brought 
4=3.41  to  $3.59,  Washington  Delicious  brought  a  few  cents  more. 

Light  supplies  of  American  apples  at  London  met  with  a  moderate 
demand.    The  price  range  was  wide  depending  on  Quality  and  variety  jash 
in.ton  Jonathans  sold  at  from  $2.55  to  ,2.63  per  box.     ft  Glasgow  the 
apple  market  was  very  depressed,  good  condition  Yorks  making  about  *5.60 
per  barrel/ 

Vt  the  Copenhagen  auction  on  December  3  there  was  a  moderate  to 
good  demand  for  Am.erican  apples.     Supplies  of  York  Imperials  were  liberal 
lut  boxed  varieties  light.     Virginia  York  Imperials  in  g^d  condit  on 
brought  $6.08  to  *6.20  for  U.  S.  No.   1,  2-6  ^  inch.
